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PREFACE 


That momeat when an anthor data the last period to hia 
naouaeript, and then riaea ap from the atudj'Chair to ahake 
ita many and balkj pagea together ia almoat aa exciting an 
oceaaion aa when he takea a qoire or ao of foolacap and aita 
down to write the fiVit line of it. Many and mingled feelinga 
pervade hia mind, and hope and fear vie with one another 
and alternately overcome one another, nntil at length the 
author finda aome alight relief for hia feelinga and a kind of 
excuae for hia book* by writing a prcfaec, in which he atatea 
briefly the nature and character of the work, and bega the 
pardon of the reader for hia preanmption in undertaking it. 

A winter in Kashmir mnat be experienced to be realised. 
The air ia moet invigorating, and the quiet ia aublime. Even 
an ordinarily buay miasionary enjoys much leisure through 
•nch a aeaaon in this beantiful country. 


I have now spent two loi^ quiet winters here, and this 
**IKctioBaiy of Kashmiri Proverbs and Sayings” ia the 
result of many honre of labour, study, and anxiety, during 
these leisnrable months. At a miasionary, cn arriving in the 
Valley, I at miee devoted my attention to the study of the 
langnage; and beliering thiA Proverbs tanght ** the real 
people’s q^eeeh,** diseovered ** the lenim, wH and ^irit of a 
Mtien,” and eahediad its «* ewiwt mi pnetical phihmophy/* 
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I quickly began to make a collection of them.* ^bia book, 
I belieTe, contains nearly all the Proverbi and Prorerbial 
sayings now extant among the Kisbnifrl people. They have 
been gathered from various sources. Sometimes tbe great 
and learned Pandit instinctively ottered a proverb in my 
hearing; sometimes I got the barber to tell me a thing 
or tw(^ as he polled my head; and sometimes the poor coolie 
•aid something worth knowing, as carrying my load he 
tramped along before me. A few learned Muhammadan 
and Hindd friends also, have very materially helped me in 
this collection and its arrangement; and here 1 again heartily 
acknowledge their kind and ready service. 

Aetitm est. It is done ; and now the manuscript has to 
be sent to the publishers, and notices have to be posted to tbe 
different papers and journals interested to advertise the work 
as in tbe press." What will the little world say, into whose 
hands it may chance to arrive ? How will tbe philologist, tbe 
ethnologist, the antiquarian, the student of folklore, and the 
general reader regard this which has cost some considerable 
time and study. Dear reader, in order that your criticism 
may not be so hard as it might, perhaps, otherwise be, please 
permit me to remind yon that Kashmir proper is but a small 
country, a little vale surrounded by snow-capped mountain 
ranges, about eig^ty>four miles long from north-west to 
southeast, and from twenty to twenty-five mUes in width, 
with an area of about 1,850 square miles; that the Kashmiri

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languRge is Tirtually minut a Dirtionary and Grammar, and 
that besides one or tvo very unimportant works* written in 
the Persian character, all true Kashmiri books are printed in a 
kind of mongrebDernna^ari character called Shdradii, which 
only a very small proportion of the population can properly 
read; that the Kashmiri language itself is very ditficult, and 
is spoken differently by different persons—the Ilindds and 
Muhammadans, esi>cciany, S[)cuking distinct dialects; that 
information from books of (ravel, &c. like Vigne’s, Ilugel’s, 
Knight’s, Drew’s, Rellcw’s niid others, is very crude, scanty, 
and contradictory, cuuceniing the manners and customs of the 
Kashmiri: and tliat this iudi^iJiinl is not naturally so com* 
municittivc as might be expected from bis cheery look and 
btmiuruus dis]iositiun. 

Horace says somewhere “Aowmik j/reeia/Mr tn aa»«m; 
and perhaps it would have been better to have kept by me 
what 1 have written, for nine years before publishing it. But 
other work dcinauds much of my leisure time,—the prepara¬ 
tion of a Kashmiri Dictionary, of which these proverbs, and 
the words that contain them, form but a 3tcpping>stoiic, and 
the translations of the Psalms of David"'aud “ Proverbs of 
Solomon,” which have Itecn deferrerl only because of the non* 
appearance as yet of the revised edition of the Old Testament. 
However, 1 trust the reader will accept my various o.\cu8es 
and forgive any error, whether in the romaniziiig, or the style, 
or the information, as the ease may be. 

The Proverbs and Sayings have all been trfinslatcd as liter¬ 
ally as possible; and with a fairly-trained ear I have luMicstly 
tried hard to render correctly in tltc Homan character wliat

Thia sound, I believe, ia to be 
found in Ruasiaa, and ia in that language written as j. In 
the Roman character thia sound will be represented by the 
simple letter t, and in order that thia t may always appear, I 
have always written the final Ae (Ad.e mukhtaft). With the 
•xeeption of thia i or AAiydh' ser, 1 have, however, avoided 
introducing any diacritical points. The following is the

property. In 1874 the Uaharijah's troops were obliged to be called 
out to quell the rioters. Daring the Pathdn rule in the ralley the 
Shl'ia were forbidden to celebrate the Mubazram, About the time 
whan the ooontry was annexed to the Dorrini empire (17flS-18I9 s.d.), 
the Bhi'as determined to enact thie sacred feast; and acordingly 
compelled a Bfini boy to eat salt; then tantalised him with water; 
and just as he was about to drink it they shot him to death with 
arrows, aO| that he might porish like Busam, who was killed by Yazid 
near Kdfa, in the dee^, of thirst. Vrlm 'Abdalli Ki.im, who had 
^Oit conquered this coantry, beard of tbic, he was much enraged and 
lamedi^ly gare the order for the collecting of all the Bhi'ae in 
Srinagar, that their noees might be pierced, and one line of string 
mn £rongh the whole of them, and that, thus fastened together, 
they might be oondnoted tfarongh the principal thoroughfares of 
the city. Hothing daunted, howerer, they rery soon again tried to 
eelebnle their eacred festiTal, and notably in the time of the Sikh 
gore iu or Bami Singh ( 1880 a.d.) There was a great S6 d( liTing in 
ID the fifteenth oenturyi whoeename was Maqaddam Bilhib, 
He had a large number of followers, amongst whom was Bbams-ud-din, 
a Permian Bhfa, who manag^ to conceal his religions riews and to 
ingratiate himeeU into his master’s faTour, though all the time bu 
was Toalfsr proeelytiaing. He thus made many cooTerts to the Shi’a 
^th,aiid in eooeequence is much respected by the Sbf’as* for these 
people hare a pimciple of religious compromise called takis, 
whe i eby the Shfa thinks that he is {wrfectly justified in lying and 
deneliliie In mwa himself from regions persecutioii. It appears 
that dung the jmt ck so cfBaini Bingh'a go?eraorthip in Kashmir* 
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tlie Bhi’wi wiien oetebratiiic^ tbe Mab^rimm porpotelj ipai ia Ite 
direction of tbo Muijiuldein Sihib’e toinb» and thii oo anngad Ihe 
Sdnii that they fell upon them then and there and elaw fifteen of 
them, beeidoe doing much damage to their property.

Is 
there no one to help me over this river, This is sometimes rooited 
with much feeling, and great are the lamentations of tho bereaved, 
wlio now with sobs and tnara present a little boat and paddle, 
made of gold, or silver, or copper, according to thoir position, to the 
lin'ihman : and in the boat they place ghi. milk, buttor, and rice. Tho 
boat is for the coiivoyanco of the spirit across Vaitamni, and tho 
provisions arc for the appeasement of the contrary powers preta, 
matsyatand others, who will try to tarn back the boat, but who on 
having those, ghl and rice, Aa, thrown to them, will at onoe depart 
tlicir own way. 

The Hindhs bolievo that if this ceremony is performed in a right 
miianeri a boat will be at once present upon tho writers, close to that 
poitioii of the bank of the river, where tho spirit is waiting and 
praying for it, and that^thc spirit getting into it will be safely 
conveyed to tho opposite side. The gift-boat, however, is taken 
home by tho Brihman, and generally turned into money as noon as 
potrihle. 

At tho moment of death amongst other things a jwisi is placed 
within the mouth of the corpse, whorcwitli to pay the forry. 

Tho belief here expressed is common in one shape or another to 
all notions and peoples, but cs|ieci»lly to all Indo-Kuiviicau 
nations.

Hello (V Kscalot onlcrs that after death, her body richly dressed 
should l>c placed in a ship, and that the ship shonld be lot go to hnd 
its own way before tho wind and waves. In Grimm's Doutscho 
Mythologic, 3 to Ausgabe, 7fll, a story ia told concerning somcmioiiks 
rrossing the Hhine at Spires. In fomer times the UJiinc, the 
poHnc:d hunndary of Germany, w.is also rotpmicd as the boiitrlary 
betuven the u)tper and lower wa»rb]; and "to gototiic Bhino" 
ami "to die" were mutiuilly equivalent cipressious:^"A drowsy 
iKiMtman is roused up one stormy uiglit hy a monk, who put same 
money iino liis liaml and uskod to l>c ferried over the river.

However, there was no 
need of fear, ns Lai DSd presently appeared from tho mouth of the 
oven cind in clothes of gold, and hastened aftt^r 6hkh Hamadun. Cf.

Bir Bal was exalted tc still greater honor and power onaooonni of 
this shrewdness of his daughter. 

Boaders will probably be disgusted at the ridicnlousoess of this 
story, but at Basle so late as the fifteenth century great esoitemeut 
was caused by the anoouacemont that a o^ek lid laid an egg. I 
may be pardoned, perhaps, for quoting the following from ** Oham* 
bers'a Book of Days” 

At Basle, in 1474, a ooek was tried for haring lud an egg. For 
the prosecution it was proved that cooks’ eggs wore of inestiifiable 
▼slue for misiog in oertaiu nn^ical preparations; that a sorcerer 
would rather possose a cock’s egg than be master of the philosopher’s 
stone; and that in Pagan lands Satan employed wicobes to hatch 
taoh eggs, from which proceeded animals most injurious to all of 
the Christian faith and race. Tho adrocate for the defence admitted 
the facts of the oaso, but asked what evil animals had been prorod 
against his client, what iujury to man or beast it effected f 
Besides, the laying of the egg was an inroluntary act, and as SQoh, 
not punishable by law. If the crime of sorcery were imputed, tho 
cook was innocent; for there wee no instance on record of Satan 
haring made a compact with the brute creation. In reply, the 
Public Prosecutor alleged that, though the deril did not make com¬ 
pact with brutes, he sometimes entered into them ; and though the 
swine possessed by derils, as montiuned in Scripture, were inrolun- 
tary agents, yet they nevertheless were punished by being caused 
to run down a steep place into the sea, and so perished in the 
waters. The pleadings in this case, even as recorded by Hammer- 
lein, Sire Toluminoas }• wo only give the meagre outlines of the prin- 
eipal pleas i suffice it to say, the cook was oemdomned to death, not 
as a cock, but as a sorcerer or deril in tho form of a cook, and was 
with its egg burned at the stake, with all tbe due form and a(dem« 
nity 6t a judicial punishment.”

boil for another half^an-hoitr. Theo add milk, stir well, and eerre 
round hot to the gueets ad libitum. The eecond modus prapamndi 
is called dhiri chtii, of which this istbe recipe:^ Place the required 
quantity in the tea*pot together with a little soda and cold water 
and boil for ha]f«an«hoar. Then add milk, salt, and batter, sod 
allow to boil for another half*an-boiir, when it is ready for drink* 
ing. The salt tued in the iofosioo of tea is called phel. It is foond 
in the Nubra valley in Tadik, and contains the carbonate and snlphate 
of soil a, and a little of the chloride of sodium.

Like an 
eleven montlis' man’*; ^‘Only ono fryitig-|>an for eleven houses'*» 

* Eleven men have lost a cow between them'* ; EIvtcti men ntrived 
it tliQ samo unfortunuto state"; ** One wtekod fcihtw for eleven 
meu*'j ** One loin-cloth for eleven fathers and tons*'; '‘Eleven 
grooms for a one-cyed mare"; and Only eleven houses in Kosb* 
nitr," &c., &c« As far as one can ascertain from the limited means 
of Infnnnation at hand, this tminber is quite peculiar to the country. 
Captain Temple, in his most valuable and intciwsting ** Suney of 
the Incidents in Mo<lcrn Indian Folktales** (one the appendices of 

Wide-awake Stories*’}.docs not mention thisnnmbcr. The ]iutnl>erK 
1. 8, 4, 5, d, 7, 8, 9» 12, 13, 14, IS, 24, and laqfcr ntimK^re aiw 

qijotc<l as occurring in rss*cml tales, but nev^?r the number elovem. 
This is soiDCwdiat remarkable-and the only reasons suggestc<l for the 
fnniuency of this number in Happy Valley" folklore arc the fol¬ 
lowing stories : ^Nearly SCO years ago % fsqir named Bulbul Shili 
came viti Tibet to Kashmir. When be harl been here a little 
while he saocoeded in turning Bentan Shdh, the sou of Rakf, then 
king of the Valley, from lltndoiam to the faith of IsUin, and 
thou RonUn Slulli killed all the llitidds except eleven fn mi lies. 

A variant of this story, leading to the same result, is that Zainu'L 
AbiMfin Inwl a most hot-heoded sou cslled Sult&n tl.'iji, or Sultan 
ITydcr. One dnj ns this youth was gohig down the river Jhelum. 
when the bosit ivnche«l ’All Kndai (the fifth bridge), he shot an 
arrow at a water-put, which a little Pandituni girl wns carrying on 
hoV head on the hunk close by. The pot w'rs broken to pieces, but 
the water was not sjnli ow'hig to its having been instantly turned 
into icc, which romutued (H'rfectly still upon the girl's bond. The 
Mttlo PitnditAni w'cnt h<une erting to her father, u Bislii, who w4s 
so much cnrogc^rl w ith the 3 'oang princo's conduct, that then and 
there he curs4*d him, snying, May his hoiid bo pnrulyBH<l." It 
hnppciiod »<*e<M'<ling to the Rislii's word. From that moment the 
prince w*as uiinbh^ to move his right hand. 

When Ztiiuii'laUulin heur*l whut had comp to puss lie was much 
gricvoil. and at once wont to his son's liousi* to enquire fort nor of the 
niutier. Raid the prince, "I firod an urrow and broke a litilo 
I'niidituni'a w*n(cr-|Mit. and somi ofterwurtls 1 felt tliai roy right ami 
w*iM ultrriy p<i\rerh»8S.*’ TUo king then anuinienctl his minister a 
utitl budo them enquire where tin* little girl’s paients lived, and 
when after mnne lime they had disc*m*cri*tl tho abode, ho himsolf 
went In Ix^ tho Kialii’a jairdoii, and to liew'Ci'h him to invoke the 
g*sis iimt fiicy might restore the Imiiti of the prince. Tlie Risld 
hcun) the king's ivqiicst and pmycth and then to ruing to Zainit'l 
^badin aaid, **Thc pinycr will be euawored, if you will lake one

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of mj dangtitar'i grass shoes and bam it. and then rob the ashes 
thereof over the prince’s hand/’ The king thanked tbe fiishi for hii 
kindneu, went away with a ^ glad heart, and did as be had been 
directed; and no sooner was the prince’s hand mbbed with the ashes 
of the bornt shoe, then its former use and strength returned. There 
was great joy in the conrt that day* 

When the king saw this, he perceired that these Hindhs were a 
Very holy people; for none bat th^ go<^ and righteons could thus 
afliot and recorer again by their curses and prayers. Accordingly, 
he at once began to think of a plan for rendering them unholy. 
Persian teachers Were introdoced into the ralley, and the Hindfis 
Were ordered to learn that language; and they were also commanded 
to eat yesterday^# food and pickles nnder penalty of tbe king’s great 
displeasure. A band of officers called Tsrili were appointed to see 
thsA this latter order was carried out. T%ri\ is tbe ancient name 
for the fonctionary called Kaballadir, for which see note to Xhauf 
h^Kvnd chhiri, ; of. also note to ** Mol ..<xe tsrol/' 

At length through threatonings and brills all bnt 0 l€Vfn fa>mil\09 
Complied with the king's order. (Another story says that all hut 
idsiwa /aifriUss refused to 9 bey, and so were killed or obliged to Aoe 
the ooantrr*) In consequence of this Uie Hindhs became unholy; 
therefore their prayers siid curses wore of no arail. and they remain 
so to this day, eating yeaterday’a food and studying Porsisn. 

Howeyer, the gods could not lightly pass orcr this matter, and 
theref^ a Jogf went to the king and pr^cted that he would soon 
be ill, which prediction waa fulfilled. 

On a certain day the king became very sick and the next day he 
trii worse, and to he oontiDoed until all hope of his recorery had 
quite gone. While in this state the Jcgf with his disciple was 
walking about outside the palace, and telling erery one that he 
could dirine t and that by riitue of his art he was quite certain that 
tbeco waq.uo other ratnedy for the king but the following 

** ThB Jo^ must take oat his own soul from his body and place it 
within the lifeless body of tbe kiz^/’ Presently Zainulibadin 
died, Md the togt with his attendant was admitted within the 
pa l a^* and oondneted to tbe oorpee. In a minute or two the Jog{ 
and his disciple were left alone in the death chamber. Turning to 
the latter the ^ogf said I am about to taka out my spirit, and put 
it within this oorpee. Take care of my body aft^ death, aod put 
Jt in some secret place.’* It was so done; aud when the kii^s 
wislrs and seryants came into the room afterwards they beheld 
Zainn’libadhl ritting €p in his bed well and strong. Great were 
the r^oiotngu of tbe people and great tbs gratitude of tbe king, 
who Uyed for many, many, years afto this.

Bnt ag&in thii Bentu nuj hate 
been Bnnjun, eon of tlie king of Tibet, who inTnded Kuhmlr in the 
time of Sana Deraj 1315 T)., asenmed the role of the coontry^ 

and became a Mubammedan nnder the name of Shaine*iid-dln (the 
eun of tbe faith)*

Then in the second itory Zainn'ldb^in hat certainly boen ereditr 
ed with the evil deeds of hie father, Sikandar Butehikan^ of whom 
it ie related, that he did put to de^h all Hindde who refused to 
embrace leUm. (Gf. latter part of story attached to “ 
botah/' Ac) Zainu'lAbadin it generally represented at a go^and 
merciful king. ** TawArikh^i Birbal" says: He was good and kind to 
every one, whether Muealm&n or Hindh, and he broi^ht hack again 
to the Valley the Brihmane, who had been oompelled to 1ee?e it 
during the oppreuire reign of Sikandar/’ 

A few notes from a Persian work by the late IKwin %,)rpi B&m| 
and entitled ** Guhir*i*Khehiniri'* are still more confining* Saojnn, 
ton of the king of Tibet» it now Sultda Battanjeo, an imb^ile 
prince of Tibet, who at a mere child wat brought into this oonutry 
and to knew nothiog of hit father's religion, and wat therefore 
easily converted to Itlim by Bulbul Sh^h. SuIUn Shams-ud-dln 
wae the third ruler of Kashmir after SulUn RatUnjeo. It wat 
during Siktndar't tacoessor't, 8nlt4n 'AH 8h>lh's, reign (1413—1484 
A.D.) that those Hindus who refused to embrace Islim were obliged 
to leave the c<iiiutTy, and while on their way out of tbe country 
many of them were seized and burnt alive.

A certain king made a great feast for all his subjects, aud com* 
mnndod them all to appear oo o certain day, except tho ono-cyed 
people and those who had not beards (i.s., big Iranis, tho Khosahfolk). 
Every IxMly obeyed, and each had placed l^fore liim a great tniy of 
food of al^nt six sere in weight. T^xb order was that each xnaik was 
to finish Ids trayfu! on pain of punishment. This was a difficult 
matter* A Khosah, however, who had niailc up for his (IcfidrtKy 
by nn addition of a little grmt'e hair, wns equal to tho occasion, 
ifo suggested that they sliould all gather in small companies nnniiid 
the trays and oat tlioir contents one aftor another. In this woy 
the royal order was fnlfillod. 

A variant of this story is as foUowat— 

A great man had married lus daughter, and as is onstomory on 
eneb an oocaaion, he made an immense feast He invited one 
hundred people, bnt ordered that only men who had beards should 
attend* However, a Khosah, sticking goat’s hair upon his chin and 
face, determined to go* 

Now the .bride^B father, being very anxiou that his wish should be 
emied cot, himself stood at entrance door and tried the 

bouds of the gnSUs as they fmwaeA in* The Khosah feared the 
examinadon i so when tho time came for him to have his beard 
'pnlledt he begged that that appendage-might be left ahma, as <^^1/ 
one hvndnd people had peaied in a^ were found to be tborongn 
bearded man* The ho^ suppoaiag him to be some peat man 
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•^perhftpa the father of the bridc^room^elloircd him to ^ bj 
withont a trial. 

Twenty lur$^e dishes of food were provided for the gnosis, and as 
a good dimior such ns this, was not to bo obtained ev^rj day, the 
Khoeoh suggested that they should finish the dishes; and the only 
way to finish tliom, was for them all to stick at one dish until they 
had got through it, and then go on to the nest, and so forth, until 
the whole twenty dishes were completed. The plan succeeded.

"During tlieir sacred feasts a curious law is enforced. Each 
pmon i$ eompMtd to sot wlmtover may be net before him, no matter 
hfAP great a portion he may reestrs, or elee pay Home one of the com* 
pany to do so for him. Not a scrap of fond mii^t remain nneaten 
when the eenipany hrenke up. As no invitation to such a meeting 
can bo refused, and thAa may be occasionally, two or thi'oo in a 
night, at each of which a bountiful help will be served, this must 
prove a somewhat formidable rule."

which may be pn:*chasod in any Kaahmirf Ulr/ir for the sam of ooo 
ini and npw&rda according to the make and aiao. Should Uie 
kingar oonaist merely of an earthenware vossid a little oniamoated, 
it is then called a tnanati. Those are principally uaod, I boliovo, iu 
the Leh and Laddk direction. 

The Iicat kingara arc anid to l>o made in Ztiinagor, a big Tillago in 
the Kamrda di strict • laldmtibdd, ShAliAbdd and flop fir ato also 
noted for good kingora, which un* vciy often called after tho places 
where they are made, e.^., Isldnid(»diii Kilngar or Tardri Kdngar, Ao* 
An ontinary penaaut^a adng:ii% very rudely modi*, ia oallud Grfsti 
Kingar, from grnsi, which in KAshiniH mcnoa a Imsbandman, while 
a finely*\vorkod, highly coloured kingnr used by the wmlthier claaa 
is called Khojah l^ugar from the Persian Khijali, which moans a 
mnator, a gentlcumn, or man of some diatiucti<in.

The Kashmiri ia very fond of lus kingar, nnd whenwer ho goes 
whoncrer you sec him, wliuilier asicvp or awake, at work <ir at play, 
sitting down or walking* he h.ia this little iiiv pIiM'e heJ*! in one liund 
tttulorueath his loose, long, night gowndiko garmi'iit nilled plitfran, 
and in immediate eoutoct with his stomach and tliiglia A a will 
bo es^ioeted thia very close familianty gcnenilly piovea very dau- 
gerous; a ]>cr8on is tripjied up by a stone in tho way and tumbles 
upon his rod-hot kiingar tire, or a child ndls in her sKiep and u|)mdi 
the firo-ploco, and bums herself, tl»6 iHHiiling, honm*, and uvcrytliing* 
Them ure really very few of the woaltliicr, mhldle, or lower elasaca 
who some time or aiiotlicr have not been mure ur leas burnt from 
accidents with the kdngar* 

Uowever, tho kingar continnea more popular tliancvor, and not a 
few and Kiyiogs in iIk honour an* c^lnnt in tho vnlley. There 

is no iloijhi tluit ihis jwrlable bra/ksr kci'ps off many a disease from 
(he poor KayhinlH. when mi (pn*ihly evposctl as he ia sometime to 
the hiM<*r wiimIr, fnu*/ing mins, and hi(ing hailfor King Winter 
now and again makes Kualimir the caaru of hiS doauAiona and 
rules Kupivuic there.

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A %tcry U told of a riiitivo doctor^ who once Tiaitcci tho vallt'j m 
ieo what hia akil) could do for tho t^oplo there during Hio 
MTore winter waaon. On reaching Bdmmula, tho place where tihi- 
tori change tlie horse, kahiir ami ooolic for tho boats, on their way 
into Kashtnfr, he noticed a 1)oatmati with only a loin-cloth on, aquat* 
ting in hia boat in tho cold wind, and eating acme cold food.

So she arranged the bedding (which consisted only of the 
divided wrap) in such a way as that the BAjA oould not possibly 
arise from his bed in the night without disturbing her. He was 
enveloped in one side of the wrap, upon the other side of which she 
Wiis lying. The BAjA however defeated her plans by cutting hit 
]>ieco of tho wrap; and rau away. On the road a snake bit him and 
his whole countcuance turned quite black and was so changed that 
nobody would luvvo rocognisod in him the Nala llAjA. However he 
biirrivod nmi wont and took service in anc^facr R&jA's establishment.

The daughter of one of the principal citisens of Srmagar went to 
the river to drink. Instead of drinking with her hands, as is the 
enstom, she bent down her face into the water and drank like a 
dog* While she was drinking a young snake, almost invisible, 
entered her mouth. (The people say that snakes lay eggs and that iii 
each egg there are thousands of pieces of the finest cotton*like mat- 
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ter, irluch eventually develope into anakea.) For tnanj jearv tbia 
l^rl nonriahed thia enake in her atomaob. She had no pain, she did 
not even feel any tiling that ought not to be inside. In coaroo of 
time she was married ; and a sorry marrisge for the hmband it 
turned out to be:—for while they were both eleepiog in their bed, 
at the dead of night, a snake came oot from the month of the wife 
and bit her husband, so that ha died in dreadfnl pain soon after* 
wards. 

The poor woman's grief in the morning, when she disoorered the 
eold corpse of her Uelored hnaband, was boyond a)) description ; she 
tore her hair and clothes, she boat her breasts, and ahrieked aloud. 
Tlio people came and enquired what was the matter, and when they 
heard, they all charged her with having poisoned tho man. This 
report was carried all over the city, even to the great Mughal gover* 
nor, 'All Uardin Kh4o. When he heard of it. be sent for the girl, 
and kept her with him. He enquired of her the truth of the matter, 
and the girl replied in tears that she did not know anything oon* 
ceming it, and that she was asleep at the time. The governor told 
her to go to her room, and when she ba4l closed her eyes in sleop, he 
went and sat by her to watch. He waitecl and waited until at last 
he saw a snake appear from her mouth, and pat out its fangs with a 
most menacing look. 'All Mardin Kbin went away ae quickly as 
possible and informed hie attendants what he had seen, and ordered 
tliom to toll this girl to make some bread on the morrow. The big 
oven was to bo heated, and when the girl had ftnished making the 
loaf, and was putting it into the oven somebody standing by was to 
take her up and ding her hemllong into tho oveu. This was done, 
and when they opened the oven some hours afterwards to see what 
liad become of the girl, they found only a stone about half-a-pound 
in weight, which was carried to tho governor and kept very care¬ 
fully by him. It appeared that this was the famous olcliemist's 
stone, and that by its means 'All Marxian Khun was able to trans** 
mnto copper and brass and nil other tnotals into gold. His person, 
his servants, his horses, Ms rooms glittered with gold. ('All Manidn 
KhAn was tho most magnificent of tho Mughal governors. TIko 
expenses of each of hia trips into Kashmir aro said to have exceeded 
a lakh of rupis.) 

Wlien 'AH Murdun was about to die he called his four sons 
unto him, and givingthe precious stone to the oldest of them, ho told 
him to tlirow it into tho river (Indus). 

The eldest son refused to obey this strange rder; so it w?8 luntdod 
to tho second, and tlicn to the third, but all most rcsolutCiy refused 
to throw awny so precious a stone ; at length the foiinli and yoiing- 
cst son throw it with nil his might into tho water opjtosito At^ik 
(Attock); and where tlto stone pitched a groat blazing flame simso 
fvom iho midst of tho river, as of ignited gold.

Shenkar (Sanskrit, Sfaan^kara) was a rerj famoos Hind A fakir oC 
the grand stfle.-^His dress was of paebmina, (aTerydnetilkjoloih)^ 
and he alwa/s rode upon a handsome horse. He lired at Chhataah* 
Bal, where there is a small temple erected to his memory. He died 
about two years ago, at the age of sixty. 

Shenkar used every day to climb the TaUtt^i-Salaimin (a big hill 
overlooking Srinagar), to perform his devotions in the sncient 
temple there. Another name for this hill is Shenkaritsarl, an ancient 
Uindh philosopher, after whom this Shenkar was called. (Of. 
Sankaricirya. Uonier William's Dicty.) 

Shenkar’s popularity was chiefly derived from his celebrated 
charmed axe. It was so, that whenever he beard that any one was 
in trouble or sickness, he would visit them, and after saying a few 
Wfrds, would wave the axe above and aroond the distress^ person's 
head and body, and ehonld be be indisposed, or the weather be 
inclement, he used to send the axe with eepocial directions bow to 
manage it. Beport says that large numbers were thus healed and 
comforted. The axe a very strong and b&adsome one. 

Shetkar’s family are still living in Srinagar, and are very mnch 
respected. BAm Chand seems to be the principal member of this 
family now alive. He is a very clever munsht, and in receipt of about 
Bt 200 per meneem. Every year, on the anniversary of Shenkar'i 
death, his two hundred special followers, all of whom belong to the 
dar class, visit Bdm Chand and make special presents to him in. 
reooguitioQ of their intense respect for his father and their saint.
